Each  age  has  produced  its  own  level 
of  artistry  and,  in  its  wake,  has  left  an 
incalculably  rich  legacy  for  those  gen- 
erations to  follow.  As  we  explore  the 
rudimentary  art  of  the  cave  drawings 
of  Cro-Magnon  man  in  Lascaux,  France 
and  Altamira,  Spain  and  as  we  analyze 
the  religious  art  of  ancient  Sumaria, 
stone  carvings  of  Babylonia  and  pot- 
tery and  temple  construction  of  Meso- 
potamia and  Egypt,  one  thing  is  quite 
clean  man  has  always  used  art  as  the 
medium  by  which  to  unbridle  his  cre- 
ativity and  curiosity. 

The  Renaissance,  borrowing  from 
Rome  and  Greece  as  well  as  the  techno- 
logical advancements  of  the  day,  gen- 
erated far  more  than  a  rebirth.  It  trans- 
formed a  limited  medium  of  expression 
into  a  thrilling  aesthetic  instrument. 
Compounded  with  an  Age  of  Explora- 
tion this  artism  came  to  the  Americas 
and  fashioned  itself  into  a  new  branch 
of  creativity:  American  art,  music,  and 
literature. 

Prep  believes  that  the  acquisition  of 
knowledge  is  one  of  many  aspects  that 
helps  to  develop  a  well-rounded  man; 
however  in  its  course  design,  Prep  has 
striven  to  maintain  those  classes  which 
can  help  one  to  develop  the  aesthetic 
impulses.  Thus,  our  curriculum  includes 
Art  Appreciation,  four  levels  of  Art, 
Mechanical  Drawing,  Journalistic  Writ- 
ing, Typing,  Music  Appreciation,  Jazz, 
Concert  and  Marching  Bands  and  Cho- 
rus.

A  shrill  alarm  wakens  the  student  from 
a  quiet  slumber  to  the  darkness  of  the 
early  morning  hours.  Wiping  the  sleepi- 
ness from  his  eyes,  he  trudges  towards 
the  bathroom  to  groom  himself  for  the 
day  ahead.  After  a  quick  breakfast,  the 
pupil  quickly  makes  his  way  to  the 
street  corner,  where  he  will  board  the 
bus  and  begin  his  voyage  to  Prep. 
Once  on  the  school  bus,  the  scholar 
looks  over  his  homework  from  the  pre- 
vious day  one  last  time  to  ensure  a 
smooth  day.

At  times  he  may 
become  frustrated  at  the  lack  of  pro- 
gress in  his  studies,  but  he  realizes 
these  challenges  will  help  him  over- 
come future  obstacles  once  he  leaves 
Prep.  As  2:40  draws  near,  the  student 
body  becomes  restless  with  anticipa- 
tion of  the  sound  that  will  signal  the 
end  of  the  day.  With  the  ringing  of  the 
bell,  the  student  rushes  to  his  locker 
and  either  goes  home  or  stays  to  take 
advantage  of  the  many  intramurals, 
sports,  clubs,  and  activities  which  Prep 
provides  its  sons. 

While  extra  curricular  activities  draw 
to  a  close  for  the  day,  the  pupil  boards 
the  bus  for  the  return  trip  home.  Arriv- 
ing at  home,  the  scholar  then  grabs  a 
quick  bite  to  eat  and  settles  down  to  do 
his  homework.

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Mathematics 


All  people  require  some  knowledge  of 
Mathematics  in  order  to  function  in  our 
society.  Mathematics  has  been  an  inte- 
gral part  of  learning  for  centuries.

Many  things 
have  changed  since  then-,  and  boats, 
like  most  vehicles  and  machinery  of 
our  society,  are  run  by  computers.

Additional  terminals 
and  equipment  are  expected  to  be  add- 
ed in  1985.  and  Gannon  University  will 
be  offering  Prep  students  courses  in 
COBOL  and  Fortran.

Since  the  students  involved  in  Forensics 
were  so  new,  the  exposure  to  high  level  competition 
was  even  more  important.

The 
Extemp  speakers  came  into  their  own,  marked  espe- 
cially by  Dale  Survey  making  the  final  round  at  the 


Mercer  Tournament. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  presentation  of 
the  plaque  from  the  "Barkley  Forum"  at  Emory  Uni- 
versity in  Atlanta.  The  presentation  signifies  perma- 
nent membership  in  this  Honorary  Society  for  High 
School  Forensics  in  America.  Only  65  schools  cur- 
rently hold  membership,  only  three  other  schools  in 
Pennsylvania  hold  this  honor.  We  can  look  forward 
with  confidence  to  the  State  and  National  tourna- 
ments, since  the  best  is  yet  to  come!

Teenage  Action  Club  - 


At  the  start  of  the  1974-75  school  year,  Fr. 
Michael  Barletta,  a  new  teacher  at  Prep,  felt 
there  was  a  need  for  a  community  service 
organization  at  Prep.  After  approaching  sev- 
eral students  and  faculty  members,  the 
wheels  began  to  turn. 

Ten  seniors  at  Prep  then  took  it  upon 
themselves  to  define  the  club's  purpose  and 
structure.  It  was  here  decided  that  a  board 
would  be  created  including  representatives 
from  all  Erie  Catholic  High  Schools  wishing  to 
participate. 

The  first  general  meeting  of  the  new  club 
was  held  at  Prep  on  December  9, 1975.  Eighty 
students  attended  and  were  issued  the  first 
TAG  membership  cards.  At  this  meeting  the 
members  planned  the  club's  first  activity: 
caroling  to  the  elderly. 

Later  in  this  first  year  TAG  hosted  its  first 
Coffee  House  Dance.  This  dance  has  taken 
place  every  year  except  1983-84.  Also,  the 
first  Member's  Picnic  was  held  at  Zuck  Park 
on  June  9,  1976.  The  club  still  has  these  pic- 
nics today. 

As  a  community  service  club,  the  members 
of  TAC  have  many  jobs.  Not  only  do  they 
visit  the  elderly,  they  raise  money  for  other 
service  organizations  such  as  The  Boys  Club, 
and  the  Dr.  Gertrude  Barber  Center  to  name 
a  few.  They  work  with  underpriveleged  chil- 
dren through  events  like  parties  for  Spanish 
speaking  children  and  zoo  visitations  with 
children  from  Day  Care  Centers. 

While  TAC  is  community  oriented,  a  good 
number  of  its  events  are  for  social  purposes. 
Each  September  the  school  year  is  started 
with  the  TAC  Putt-Putt  Party.  In  addition  to

Entry  20  —  The  world  around  us  was  also  an  important  element  in  our 
slice.  It  added  excitement,  adventure,  and  entertainment  to  our  lives. 

The  sports  world  gave  us  many  moments  that  will  be  with  us  for  a 
lifetime.  Chicago  Bears'  Walter  Payton  broke  the  rushing  record  of 
Q.3I2  held  by  Jim  Brown. 

The  San  Francisco  49ers  beat  the  Miami  Dolphins  in  the  biggest 
football  game  of  the  year,  Super  Bowl  XIX. 

At  the  World  Series  we  saw  the  Detroit  Tigers  defeat  the  San  Diego 
Padres  four  games  to  one. 

Even  though  there  were  ma|or  sporting  events,  the  largest  by  far 
was  the  Olympics.  The  Winter  Olympics  in  Yugoslavia  saw  the  United 
States  win  four  gold  and  four  silver  medals.  Scott  Hamilton  won  the 
gold  in  the  men's  figure  skating  event  and  Steve  Mahre  won  a  gold  in 
the  Giant  Slalom. 

The  Soviet  Union  and  other  Communist  countries  boycotted  the 
Summer  Olympics  held  in  Los  Angeles.  Overall  the  United  States  won 
83  gold.  61  silver,  and  30  bronze  medals.  Mary  Lou  Retton  won  the  all- 
round  gold  medal  in  women's  gymnastics  and  went  on  to  lead  the 
American  squad  to  a  silver  medal  in  the  team  competition.  Carl  Lewis 
won  the  100  meters,  200 meters,  the  four  100 meters  relay,  and  the  long 
jump  to  become  the  first  person  since  Jesse  Owens  to  win  four  gold 
medals  in  track  and  field. 
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Entry  2 1  —  President  Reagan  won  the  race  for  the  presidency  with  the 
biggest  electoral  vote  in  the  nation's  history.  He  won  49  states  with  49 
percent  of  the  total  vote.  The  competition.  Walter  Mondale.  chose  a 
women  as  his  running  mate.  Geraldine  Ferraro  made  a  stop  in  Erie  on 
her  campaign  trail. 

The  Statue  of  Liberty  celebrated  her  98th  birthday  in  1984  and  she 
began  to  show  her  age.  A  two-year  restoration  began  in  July  to  restore 
her  significant  beauty  by  her  centennial  celebration. 
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Entry  23  —  Prince  Charles  and  Princess  Diana  made  headlines  again 
this  year  with  the  birth  of  their  second  son.  Prince  Henry.  The  infant's 
arrival  helped  to  booster  his  parents'  popularity  with  the  British  and 
American  publics. 

President  Reagan's  popularity  carried  him  to  a  second  presidential 
term.  Reagan  and  the  First  Lady,  Nancy,  had  planned  to  add  a  touch  of 
Hollywood  to  Washington  D.C.  by  arranging  to  have  the  most  expen- 
sive Inaguration  in  the  nation's  history.  Below  zero  temperatures  and 
falling  snow  prevented  the  celebration  from  being  held  out  doors.  Mr. 
Reagan  took  his  second  oath  of  office  under  the  Rotunda  of  the  Cap- 
itol. 

Vanessa  Williams  became  the  first  Miss  America  in  history  to  abdi- 
cate her  title  when  sexually  explicit  photos  of  her  appeared  in  a 
national  magazine.  The  first  runner-up,  Suzette  Charles,  became  the 
58th  Miss  America  and  crowned  her  successor,  Sharlene  Wells,  in 
Atlantic  City. 

The  world  of  show  business  saw  happier  times  at  the  Academy 
Awards.  Terms  of  Endearment  swept  the  Oscars.  Shirley  MacLaine 
won  best  actress  for  her  role  as  an  eccentric  mother  and  Jack  Nichol- 
son won  best  supporting  actor  as  a  pot-bellied  ex-astronaut  in  Terms 
of  Endearment,  which  also  won  for  best  picture.  Other  winners  of 
these  prestigious  awards  included  Robert  Duvall  for  best  actor  and 
Linda  Hunt  as  best  supporting  actress. 
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
